London, Auguit 4. Yefterday Morning a 
Letter was fent bY the Penny-Poft ng “ed 
Edward Lloyd Coffee-man in Lombard-ftreet 3 
which Letter was fubfcrib’d: Jo. Browne, was 
dated from on Board the Lietle Se. Lewis off 
Bantry Bay in Iteland July 22. and contain’d 
in fubftance, That the faid Browne 
Veffel of which he was Maftet, from the Bay 
of Campeachy for England, was taken 
the faid Little St, Lewis a° Fvehch Frigate’ of 
30 Guns the r4th of July. His Ship was 
eaky, and he told the Beicty ‘Of it, but 
they giving no heed to him, put 16 Men 
into her, with whom fhe fink down in half 
an Hour after they had been in her. That 
the 3d Lieutenant of this Frigate, an Englith- 
man, told him, that 11.Sail of French Ships, 
6 of them being Men of War, (of which 
this Frigare was one) atid 5 Privaréers, ca 
tothe Ifland of St. Helena the 26th of Apri 
laft and took it, asalfo 15 Englifh Eaft-Lndia 
Merchant Ships(the Naies of 13 of which are 
mention’d in the Letter.)
